After covering part ol the journey in vehicles 
the column walked through leech infested and slippery 
jungles in pitch darkness for about six hours. On reach- 
ing the hostile camp, the column was divided into three 
groups. While one of the groups was sent from the right 
flank the other was sent from the loft flank to encircle the 
gang and the third proceeded to attack the gang from the 
front. The hostiles were in an advantageous position as 
they had^cut the trees and were therefore able to have dear 
view of the area in front of the camp to have warning 
of the approaching danger while the other party was 
deprived of this facility, However when the group headed 
by Sarvashri Gogoi and Daljit Singh was about 35 yards 
from the camp, the hostiles opened fire on the group with 
automatic weapons. Unruffled by heavy firing Shri Gogoi 
and Shri Daljit Singh continued io advance and encourage 
their men to maintain the tempo of the attack and they 
finally charged on the camo. Th: encounter with the hos- 
tile* lasted for about 45 minutes, as a result of which five 
hostiles were killed and two wero captured.

Punjab Singh was a notorious criminal of Police Station 
Bilsi m Budaun district of Uttar Pradesh. He committed 
a number of murders. On 24th May, 1970, when Shri Ram 
Ri shall, a resident oi village Akauii had gone to the Police 
Station for lodging a report in respect of kidnapping of his 
son by Punjab Singh, his house was looted in broad day 
light by Punjab Singh and his associates. The Station Offi- 
cer of Bilsi Police Station approached Shri Prahlad Kishore 
Mehrotra for apprehending the criminal. On 25th May, 
1970 the Police force led by Shri Mehrotra cordoned the 
village. The Police party was divided into four groups. 
While three of 1 the groups were led by Sub-Inspector of 
Police, the 4th group was under the charge of Shri 
Mehrotra. Punjab Singh got information about the cor- 
doning of the village by the Police. He ran out of his 
house and got on the roof top of a house and opened fire 
on the Police party. Shri Mehrotra asked Punjab Singh 
to surrender but instead of surrendering Punjab Singh threw 
hand grenade on the Police party and thus injured two 
constables seriously. This was followed by exchange of 
heavy fire bttween the Police party and Punjab Singh. Dur- 
ing the course of the fire Punjab Singh fired at Shri 
Mehrotra but Sftri Mehrotra escaped death narrowly. Shri 
Mehrotra then .gave a final warning to Punjab Singh to 
surrender but When his warning had no effect, he crawled 
towards the dacoit in disregard of his personal safety and 
unmindful of the heavy firing by Punjab Singh. As soon 
as Punjab Singh raised his head to fire, Shri Mehrotra fired 
at him and killed him. 

In the encounter Shri Prahlad Kishore Mehrotra not only 
displayed gallantry but also exhibited exceptional leadership 
and determination.

No. 8/36/71-CS./7. — The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Solect List for 
Grade II of the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service to 
be held by the Secretariat Training School in April, 1972, 
are published for general information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the select list will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
School. Reservations shall he made for candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in res- 
pect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean anv of the Castes 'Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modifica- 
tion) Order. 1956. read with the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 
1960, the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966. the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order ( Amendment) Act, 1956, 
the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Cm^ps 
Order. 1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, 
the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1962. the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes

No. 6-PG(i6)/71. — -The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Port of Cochin for the 
year 1969-70. The salient features of the Report are given 
below 

1. Financial Results 

With effect from 1969-70 the accounts of the Cochin Port 
Trust have been prepared in the revised forms based on com- 
mercial principles and the Income and Expenditure of the 
Port Trust during the year have been accounted for on an 
accrual basis. 

During 1969-70. the total income of the Port was Rs. 
414.55 lakhs (Operating income Rs. 370 06 lakhs plus 
Finance and Miscellaneous income Rs. 44.49 lakhs) and the 
total expenditure, excluding appropriations to Reserve and 
Repayment of Loans, was Rs. 365,65 lakhs (Operating 
Expenditure Rs. 281.73 lakhs plus Finance and Miscellaneous 
Expenditure Rs. 83.92 lakhs) leavina a net surplus of 
Rs. 48.90 lakhs. The net surplus, after transfers including 
provision to’- repayment of Government and outside loan. 
Was Rs. 27.13 lakhs. 

With the introduction of the Revised System of Accounting 
the Renewals and Replacements Fund and the Revenue 
Reserve Fund have been abolished. The nomenclature of tho 
‘Accident Fund’ has also been changed to ‘General Insurance 
Fund’. Provision for depreciation is being made on historical 
cost of assets according to straight line method. For the 
vear 1969-70. a sum of Rs. 25.30 lakhs has been provided 
for depreciation on an ad hoc basis pending the completion 
of physical verification of assets. 

The position with regard to the balances in the various 
reserve funds at the end of the financial year 1969-70 was 
satisfactory. The dosing balances In the 'funds were as 
under : — 

Capital Reserve — 862.73 lakhs, 

General Reserve Fund — 201,85 lakhs. 

General Insurance Fund— 31,96 lakhs. 

Pilotage Reserve — 47.59 lakhs. 

The total Capital debt of the Port at the close of the 
financial year stood at Rs, 608.13 lakhs consisting of 
Rs. 561.77 lakhs as loans From Government and Rs. 46.36 
lakhs from other sources. 

2. Traffic 

The volume of traffic handled at the Port recorded a fall 
from 51.90 lakhs tonnes in the previous year to 47.94 lakhs 
tonnes during 1969-70. While exports Increased slightly to 
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14,25 lakh tonnes from 14.07 lakhs tonnes handled during the 
year 1968-69, imports declined during the year with a traffic 
or 33.68 lakh tonnes during 1969-70 as against 37.83 lakh 
tonnes during the previous year. The significant reduction 
in Imports was mainly due to fal| in the Import of food- 
grains, crude oil and fertilizers.
